CURRENT TOPICS. 


Tun peatH oF Mr. Justice Quain deprives the bench 
of a judge of great ability and wide knowledge, which 
would, however, have produced much greater effect if 

had been accompanied by more caution and self- 
control. Atthe bar, and especially on his own circuit, 
he was known as a brilliant advocate and an able 
reasoner; but there also he was reckoned deficient in the 
qualities which constitute a sound lawyer. He took a 
prominent part in the Commission whose report formed 
the basis of the Judicature Acts, and his elevation to the 
bench may, perhaps, be regarded as the direct conse- 
quence of the services he then performed. As a judge, 
his success was greatest at Nisi Prius, where he showed 

t quickness and penetration. In Banc he was less 
mecessful than had been expected, his really consider- 
able talents being too much deprived of their effect by 
alove of eccentricity and self-assertion. 





SEVERAL OF THE APPOINTMENTS under the Appellate 
Jurisdiction Act will be admitted on all hands to be un- 
exceptionable. Mr. Justice Blackburn will add lustre 
even to the highest court of appeal, and Mr. Baron 
Bramwell and Mr. Justice Brett have been designated by 
universal consent as among the members of the common 
law bench best fitted for promotion to the intermediate 
court of appeal. The appointment of Mr. Baron Amphlett 
may be supposed to be due to the arrangement which 
is understood to have been come to, that the Court of 
Appeal shall sit to hear cases from the Chancery Division 
with two judges trained at the equity bar and one 
trained at the common law bar; and to hear cases from 
the three Westminster divisions with two judges trained 
atthe common law bar and one trained at the equity 
bar. The elevation of Mr. Baron Amphlett will enable 

arrangement to be carried out, but it certainly 
cannot be said that the appointment is the best that could 
have been imagined ; it may possibly, however, have been 
the best that was practicable consistently with the 
arrangement, since it will be remembered that by the 
Provisions of the Appellate Jurisdiction Act the selection 
of the additional ordinary judges of the Court of Appeal 
is limited to the judges of the three common law divi- 
sions of the High Court. The appointment of the Lord 
Advocate as a Lord of Appeal in Ordinary affords an 
illustration of the consequences likely to result from the 
provision in the Act, to which we have repeatedly taken 
exception, permitting the Lords of Appeal in Ordinary to 
be chosen from the bar. It is stated that the office was 
successively offered to and declined by the two chiefs 
of the Court of Session, and thereupon it was bestowed on 
the senior Scottish law officer. It will be particularly 
unfortunate if this appointment should be taken as an 
acknowledgment of any sort of claim by the law officers 
of the Government to this high distinction ; but so long 
% promotion from the bar is allowed this result is pretty 
Certain to follow. 





Tr 1s nerossrsiz to deny that by the doctrine laid down 
inthe well-known cases of Z’ee v. Ferris (4 W. BR. 352, 





.2K. & J. 357) and Wallgrave v. Tebbs (4 W. R. 194, 


2 K. & J. 313), afterwards confirmed in Jones v. Badley 
(16 W. R. 713, L. R. 3 Ch. 362), a wide loophole was 
opened in the so-called Mortmain Act (9 Geo. 2, c. 36). 
When it was held that a testator, if only he avoided dis- 
closing to the devisee his charitable purpose during his 
lifetime, might leave land by will te a friend, inclosing 
in the will a letter stating that the devise was intended 
for a specified charitable purpose, it became manifest 
that there need no longer be any difficulty in accomplish- 
ing gifts by will of land to charities. Most people have 
friends on whose honour they can rely; and if they have 
not, there is this strong compulsion on the devisee to 
apply the gift to the charitable purpose, that the con- 
tents of the letter inclosed in the will are likely to 
become known to the executors and relatives of the © 
deceased, and the devisee who appropriates the gift to 
himself will be branded as a dishonest man. It has 
always seemed to us that in the decisions to which we 
have referred the courts, in refusing, as Wood, V.C., 
said, to step beyond the line which exists between a 
secret trust and that which is no trust at all, rather 
overlooked the words of the Act of Geo. 2. The court 
has said, in effect, “No trust was accepted by the de- 
visee in the testator’s lifetime ; hence the gift is not a 
contravention of the Act.” But the question is not 
whether a trust was created in the testator’s lifetime, 
but whether a charitable gift was made by him. The 
words of the Act are that “all gifts, &., of any 
lands, &c., fo or in trust for any charitable uses 
whatsoever . . . made in any other manner or 
form than by this Act is directed and appointed, 
shall be absolutely and to all intents and purposes null 
and void.” Does a “gift toa charitable use” neces- 
sarily mean a gift directly to it? Where a testator had 
devised lands absolutely to A. B., but had inclosed in his 
will a letter requesting that they should be devoted to a 
charitable use, and they were devoted to that use, would 
it not have been reasonable to hold that this was in 
substance a devise to a charitable use? There is no 
reluctance to dispense with the Statute of Frauds “for 
the purpose of upholding the Statute of Mortmain” in 
the case of a secret trust assented to before the testator’s 
death ; and it is difficult to see why there should have 
been so much reluctance to apply the same rule where 
the assent to the trust is given after his death. The 
rule adopted in the cases referred to has, however, 
recently been introduced into the American law. It 
is curious to find that while an American Legislature 
has recently passed a statute framed on the lines 
of 9 Geo. 2, c. 36, an American court has already 
set to work to imitate the action of our own tribunals, 
In Schultz's appeal (15 Am. L. R. 460) the facts 
were that a testator, being ill, sent for a scrivener to 
draw a will, dividing his property among certain chari- 
ties. Upon being informed that it would be avoided by 
his death within thirty days, but that by bequeathing it 
absolutely to a man whom he could trust, the same re- 
sult might be attained, he executed a will giving all his 
estate to Y., who, he was confident, would exeeute his 
wishes, but who had no knowledge of the will or its con- 
tents until after his death, which occurred within thirty 
days. Y. admitted, on examination, that he felt a moral 
obligation to devote the property to the charities which 
a witness present at the execution of the will informed 
him were those meant by the testator. The Supreme 
Court of Pennsylvania held that the bequest to Y. was 
good, and was not within the provisions of the Mortmain 
Act of the 26th of April, 1855, adding that “If the 
statute is practically repealed by this construction it ig 
evident that it must be for the Legislature to devise and 
apply a remedy, not the judiciary, whose province is not 
jus dare, but jus dicere.”

Tue ComMIssIONERS OF Woops AND Forests, with the 
concurrence of the Treasury, have given notice (in pur- 
suance of clause 7 of the Order in Council of the 4th of 
June, 1870) that clerkships in the solicitor’s branch of 
their establishment, to which appointments are allowed 
to be made by the solicitor himself, are included in 
schedule B. of the above-mentioned Order in Council.

AN ENGLISH EVIDENCE CODE. 
III. 


We have already pointed out that article 2, which is the 
first article of chapter 2, refers all questions of relevancy 
to the rules and principles stated in chapters 2—6; 
and of these chapter 2 is evidently, from its title, the 
one which is to be chiefly looked to for an exposition of 
the general rules of relevancy. This second chapter, 
comprising articles 2—9, is headed, “ Of Facts in Issue 
and Relevant to the Issue,” and the last article (article 9) 


lays down a “general definition of relevancy,” which 
begins thus: “ Facts, whether in issue or not, are rele- 


vant to each other when,’ &c. One is naturally sur- 
prised to find a proposition as to the relevancy generally 
of facts inter se—that is, it would seem, of the conditions 
under which one fact may be said to prove or tend to 
prove another—inserted in a summary of the law of 
judicial evidence, and this article, and in particular the 
phrase just quoted, leads to the consideration of the use 
in the Digest generally of the term “relevant.” By 
the second article, as we have already seen, itis laid down 
generally and absolutely that no evidence can be given 
of any fact except “‘ a fact in issue, or a fact relevant to 
a fact in issue.” If, then, a fact is relevant to a rele- 
vant fact, evidence cannot be given of it as such; it 
may, by virtue of being so relevant, be also 
relevant to a fact in issue and thus become matter 
for evidence; but it is its relation to a fact in 
issue alone that makes it matter for evidence. Wher- 
ever, therefore, an article lays down that any fact is a 
‘relevant fact,” what must be meant, if the language is 
to be consistent, is, that such a fact is relevant to a fact 
in issue; and this is evidently the meaning of article 2, 
which, after defining “facts in issue,” proceeds to say 
“the relevancy of facts to facts in issue depends on 
the principles and rules stated in chapters 2, 3, 4, 5, and 
6.’ Now, in perusing some of the earlier articles a 
doubt suggests itself how far this point has been kept 
clearly in view; but in article 9 it seems lost sight of 
altogether. The word “relevant,” which has (as we 
assume) been hitherto used as meaning “relevant to a 
fact in issue,” has here a general meaning attached to it, 
and describes, not specifically the relation of other facts 
to facts in issue, but generally the probative relation of 
facts of all sorts to one another. In truth, as the article 
stands, it appears to have no relation to the rest of the 
Digest, for while article 2 says that evidence may only 
be given of facts in issue and facts relevant to facts in 
issue, the first line of article 9 cuts the subject of the

If judges may be trusted to rejeg 
such relevant facts as “too remote” (article 2), yw 
venture to think that judges, lawyers, suitors, and the 
common sense of mankind may be safely trusted to act 
upon general principles of relevancy in judicial evideng 
at least as sound as those which are here propounded, 
But, whether because he wishes to restrain these 
general words, or from a sense that the phraseology used 


is too remote from the subject in hand, and a fear that | 


it may not be understood, Mr. Stephen subjoins the fol. 
lowing conditions :—“or when the one shows that the 
other must or cannot have occurred, or pro 
does or did exist or not; or that any fact does o 
did exist or not which, in the common course of 
events, would either have caused or have bem 
caused by the other.’ If the substance of the 
first of these two branches alone were taken and adapted 
to the phraseology of the code, we do not know that ina 
different position much exception need be taken toit, 
We can see no appropriateness in its present position; 
nor any reason why those articles which follow should 
come after it, or why those which precede it should go 
before; but if article 2 had’ been followed by an article 
in some such terms as these :—“ Facts are relevant 
facts in issue if they show that, certainly or probably, 
a fact in issue or some other relevant fact ha 
or has not occurred or existed, or does or dog 
not, or will or will not, occur or exist,” such 4 
general rule, stripped of the treacherous terminology 
of causality, would conveniently have led off the subject 
of relevancy. Nor would such arule be dangerous if 
qualified by some such proviso as the following :—“ but 
this rule is subject to the special rules contained in the 
following articles.” But we cannot conceive the utility, 
and we are certain of the danger, of a rule expressed i 
such wide and unusual terms as article 9, and qualified 
by such a complicated proviso as that which conclude 
it, namely, “ provided that such facts do not fall within 
the exclusive rules contained in chapters 3, 4, 5, and 6; 
or that they do not fall within the exceptions to thow 
rules contained in those chapters.” 

Probably, Mr. Stephen relies on this proviso as tl. 
dering safe the wide legislation of the article; bubw 
think he cannot rely on it. First, because we are sali

described. In the first place, then, the facts dealt . 
in the rules of chapter 3 are to be facte ‘ similar #

in question are relevant.” The supposed “ fact in issue,” 
then, is a certain state of mind or body, say an intention, 
and the fact dealt with is to be a fact similar to the fact 
in issue. But how are acts or words expressing or show- 
ing the existence of an intention, facts similar to the 
intention which is supposed in issue? And, 

in, under the same article, “statements made 
to any such person which would cause or prevent 
the existence of any such state of mind are 
relevant.” But these are still more out of the line in 
which, by any possible construction, the article seems 
intended to run. Not only are they not acts in any 
sense similar to the fact supposed in issue, but they are 
not even facts similar to the other facts in issue with 
reference to which the intention may be connected, and 
which may be supposed to be the facts rather thought 
of than spoken of by Mr. Stephen. 

Again, negatively, the facts are ‘to be facts “not 
specifically connected with the facts in issue in any of 
the ways hereinbefore mentioned.” What, then, is the 
meaning of “specifically connected” ? We can only 
suppose it to refer to the connection of actual specific 
facts as opposed to the connection generally between 
those classes of facts of which the actual facts are 
instances. But how is it to be known what actual facts 
are and what are not connected with the facts in issue ? 
It is not said that they must be connected with all the 
acts in issue ; neither can it be meant; for it frequently 
happens that the facts in issue are quite unconnected 
with one another, except in being both necessary to 
establish an alleged liability. For instance, the two 
questions whether the thing complained of was actually 
done, and whether the person doing it stood in such 
a relation to the defendant as to make the defend- 
ant liable for his acts, are quite independent of 
one another; and it cannot be meant that, as a 
general rule, a fact, in order to be relevant, must be con- 
nected both with the injurious act of A., and with the 
telation between A. and B. which makes B. responsible 
for thatact.. Neither can “ specifically connected” mean 
‘connected in such a way as to form part of the case; for 
this would be assuming that an answer has already been 
given to the question, what facts do form part of the case, 
which it is the very object of the rules to determine. We 
cannot, then, get any assistance from the word “‘ specifi- 
cally”; for, if it means no more than what is supposed 
above, it means, practically speaking, nothing at all, 
since no one would for a moment imagine that any other 
than actual facts were spoken of. We have, indeed, 
doubted whether ‘specifically’ was not intended to 
apply to the words “in any of the ways hereinbefore 
mentioned”; nor are we at this moment certain that 
it was not so intended. But if it was, so as 
to make the sentence equivalent to ‘connected 
in any of the specific ways hereinbefore mentioned,” and 
if the intention was to distinguish the “ specific ways” 
from the general ways mentioned in article 9, the 

e is inexcusably inaccurate and misleading; and 
“on the whole we cannot think that it is the meaning, 
use the words “not specifically connected ” seem tobe 
“contrasted with the word “ similar,” and to refer to facts 
‘similar, and, therefore, generically related, but yet spe- 
tifically different. The word “ specifically,” therefore, 
Mds nothing to the sense, and serves for nothing but 
to embark us on a difficult and barren speculation. 

We are driven thus to seek in the words “ in any of the 
Ways hereinbefore mentioned” the qualification of the 
Words “not connected with the facts in issue.” But 
&mong the ways mentioned are included the ways men- 
tioned in article 9, which article includes all possible ways 


tration given to article 10. For the commission of each 
of the two crimes of the same sort, and the supplying of 
bad beer to each of the two customers, was, or prob- 
ably was, or at least “probably may have been ” 
an “effect of the same cause”; the two acts are, 
therefore, “specifically connected in a way here- 
inbefore mentioned,’ and are, therefore, excluded 
from the scope of the article. And it is equally 
clear that, as the illustrations to article 10 assume the 
rule laid down in it to embrace instances which, in fact 
its terms exclude, so also the matter contained in article 
11, which is to state a certain class of exceptions, for 
the same reason, cannot be within the rule, and, there- 
fore, cannot be excepted out of it. If, however, Mr. 
Stephen’s view is that such a sense must be put upon the 
rules mentioned in the proviso to article 9 as will make 
them effectual, and that, therefore, when article 10 
speaks of facts ‘‘ not specifically connected in any of the 
ways hereinbefore mentioned,’ the “‘ ways” must be 
limited to such ways as are mentioned in the previous 
articles, to the exclusion of article 9, we must say that 
there is nothing in the language used to indicate this, 
and itis surely not good draftsmanship to use words 
which need to have a sense forced upon them, instead of 
expressing the intended sense by means of apt words? 
Now, since all the articles in this chapter are affirma- 
tive articles, that is, state what facts are relevant, except 
only the first, which is the negative from which the rest 
are treated as exceptions, and since the first is thus 
obscure and inconsistent, why may not this first article 
(article 10) be altogether omitted, and those which 
follow, and which can stand quite well alone, be left, as 
such, to take their natural place in the series of articles 
stating what is relevant? Or, if it is thought necessary 
to have any express rule to the effect which the illustra- 
tions to article 10 (mentioned above) indicate as its de- 
sign, this end would seem perfectly attained by a short 
addition to article 3, which runs thus:—“ Facts which, 
though not in issue, are so connected with a fact in issue 
as to form part of the same transaction or subject- 
matter, are relevant to the fact with which they are so 
connected.” If to this were added, “but facts not in 
issue which are not so connected are not relevant except 
so far as they are made relevant by any of the provisions 
hereinafter contained,’ as much would be done, and in 
as precise terms, as the subject requires and admits of. 
That the remaining articles in chapter 2 would stand 
quite well alone will be clear from a brief consideration 
of them. The 11th article we have already referred to ; 
it is clearly not an exception to article 10 at all; itis an 
independent rule relating to evidence of intention. The 
12th article lays down that, “ when there is a question 
whether an act was accidental or intentional, the fact 
that such act formed part of a series of similar 
occurrences in each of which the person doing the act 
was concerned is relevant.” Now this article may be 
regarded as an exception to the rule which article 10 
was probably meant to lay down; and it is odd that the 
first four illustrations given under article 11 do not 
belong to that article at all, but fall directly under 
article 12. The article will, however, stand quite well 
alone. The first branch of article 13, however, which 
makes the existence of a course of business relevant to 
show that an act has been done according to it, cannot 
be regarded as such an exception; for evidence would 
only be allowed of a general course of business, and not 
of any specific acts done according to it. While the 
second branch of the article, which makes the doing of 
acts belonging to a public office evidence that the person 
doing them held that office, is not germane either to the 
supposed rule or to the first branch of the same article, 
but plainly belongs to the same class with, and should 
therefore accompany, articles 5 and 6, which make acts of 
use and enjoyment evidence of title and of custom.

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DISPENSING WITH CONCURRENCE OF 
HUSBAND TO MARRIED WOMAN'S CON. 
VEYANCE. 


From time to time applications are made to the Common 
Pleas Division to dispense with the concurrence of 
husbands to conveyances to be executed by their wives 
under the Fines and Recoveries Act (3 & 4 Will. 4, c. 
74), s. 91. Notwithstanding the length of time which 
has elapsed since the passing of the Act, the court 
is still frequently compelled to object to the insuffi- 
ciency of the affidavits produced in support of the 
motion; and such an instance occurred so lately as 
the last sittings. It may therefore be not without 
use to refer to some of the points which have been 
decided in reference to these applications. The 
grounds on which the application must be made, as 
given by the statute, are these: (1) That the husband is 
a lunatic, idiot, or of unsound mind; (2) Thathe is from 
some other cause incapable of executing the deed re- 
quired; (3) That his residence is not known, or he is in 
prison, or living apart from his wife by mutual consent, 
or by sentence of divorce, or in consequence of transpor- 
tation, or from any other cause ; and the court is to act 
on such evidence as to it shall seem meet. On (1) it has 
been decided that the fact of the lunacy of the husband 
at the time of the application must appear distinctly or 
by necessary implication from the affidavit (Jn re 
Turner, 3 C. B. 166); and in two recent cases (unre- 
ported) it has been held that there must be an affidavit 
of a medical man—one of an unskilled person or even one 
verifying a medical certificate being insufficient. And it is 
also necessary that some explanation should be given as to 
the lunatic’s property and that some statement should 
be made as to whether it has contributed to the wife’s 
support (In re Sarah Cloud, 15 C. B. N. S. 833). As to 
the evidence to support an application under (2), where 
some other cause than unsoundness of mind renders the 
husband incapable of concurring, there does not appear 
to be any direct decision. With regard to (3), if the 
ground of the application is the absence of the husband 
without his address being known, either substantial 
grounds must be shown for supposing him to be dead, 
or that he will not return; a mere expression of belief 
is not enough (Ex parte Gilmore, 3 C. B. 967; Re Smith, 
16 L. J. C. P. 168). If the husband has absconded, 
there must be an affidavit from the wife herself (Re 
Williams, 2 Scott, N. R. 120; Ex parte Bruce, 3 Ibid. 
592). Ifthe husband’s address be known, but he is living 
apart from his wife either by mutual consent or by 
sentence of a court, or simply by reason of the husband's 
desertion, it must always be shown that he does not con- 
tribute to his wife’s support (Ex parte Fish, 9 C. B. 
N. 8. 715; Ex parte Martha Robinson, L. R. 4 C. P. 205) 
either by way of alimony (Ex parte Andrewa, 19 C. B. 
N. 8. 371) or otherwise (Re Squires, 17 C. B. 176). It 
is not enough to state in the affidavit that the 
parties are living apart in consequence of the 
husband’s violent conduct and without his consent 
(Re Price, 13 C. B. N. S. 286). Further, if the 
wife is in communication with the husband, it must 
appear that he has been applied to and has refused to 
concur (Ex parte Trenery, 1 C. B. N. 8. 187), or has 
demanded unreasonable terms as the price of his concur- 
rence (Re Woodcock, 1 C. B. 437, where the husband 
demanded part of the purchase-money of the property to 
be conveyed; see also In re Trendry, 5 W. 2. 322). 
We may further remark that in all cases it is necessary 
that before the application is made the land should be 
actually contracted to be sold or conveyed (Hx parte 
Graham, 13 W. R. 782, 19 C. B. N. 8. 370).

THE REVISED STATUTES. 


Tue Srarutzs: Revisep Epirion. Vol. 9: 6 & 7 Vig, 
ro 9 & 10 Vicr.

These two handsome volumes bring the issue of thiy 
invaluable work down to 1850. The first thing to fy. 
observed is the diligence which has been displayed in 
the publication of no fewer than seven volumes in leg 
than three years. The next is that we have here x. 
printed the Trustee Act, 1850, which, by the scheme 
drawn up by the Statute Law Revision Committee, wast) 
form part of one of the ‘‘ groups ” selected to be consol. 
dated. If this important work of consolidation is to be 
taken in hand, it is greatly to be regretted that it could 
not be accomplished in time to enable the results to be 
given in this edition of the statutes. The next volume 
or volumes will reach the Common Law Procedure Acts, 
and a most serious question will arise as to the mode of 
dealing with them.

Sept. 12.—Sutton v. Barnet Local Board. 
Cross-examination on affidavits in vacation. 


In this case Field, J., had granted an injunction to 
restrain a nuisance, on an ex parte application, on the 15th 


of August, and the action was in the paper on motionto 


discharge the injunction. 

Locock Webb, Q.C., Bosanquet, and Boddam, for the plain- 
tiff, asked that the motion might stand over for a week in 
order that they might take the necessary steps to obtain 
the attendance of the defendant’s witnesses for crog 
examination on their affidavits. 

Marten, Q.C., C. Mitchell, and FE. L. Levett, for the de 
fendants, objected, on the ground that it was unusual to take 
up the time of the court with cross-examinations in vay 
tion. 

Huppieston, B., granted the application on certain 
terms which precluded both parties from filing fresh eyi- 
dence. 


Sept. 12.—Clark v. Beaumont. 
Writ of attachment—Service of order— Personal service—Servieo- 
on clerk. 

When service of an order upon the solicitors of a defendants 
their offices is directed to be good service on the defendant, 
personal service on the solicitors is not necessary. 

Held, therefore, that service on the clerk of the solicitors was 
eufficient to sustain an application for a writ of attachment for 
disobedience to the order. 


In this case Field, J., as vacation judge, had made an 
order a fortnight ago for the defendant to answer interrog- 
atories and file an affidavit of documents within seven 
days after service of the order upon his solicitors, and ia 
default the plaintiff was to be at liberty to issue a writ of 
attachment. He also directed that service of the order@ 
the solicitors of the defendant at their offices should 
good service on the defendant. 

The order had been served on a clerk of the solicitors# 
their offices, and the defendant had made default. The 
Record and Writ Clerk bad refused to issue a writ 
attachment, on the ground that personal service of the 
order on the solicitors was necessary. 

Terrell, for the plaintiff, therefore asked that the writ d 
attachment might issue. He submitted that service “s 
the offices” did not mean personal service. 

Huppteston, B., directed the writ to issue.

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Sept 12.—Lees v. Patterson. 
Writ of ne exeat regno. 

A. T. Watson, for the plaintiff, moved for a writ of ne 
exeat regno againat.one of the defendants in this action 
(which had been instituted the same morning), upon the 
following evidence:—The plaintiff's affidavit stated that 
the two defendants were domiciled in Canada, but were at 
present temporarily in England. The plaintiff and defend- 
ants had to join in a speculation in horses, and for 
this purpose the. plaintiff had placed 1,500dols. in the 
hands of the defendants, who bought twenty horses and 
pronght them to England. The plaintiff had sold one of 
these horses for £27, which was now in his hands, and the 
defendant. Patterson had sold fifteen more for about £900, 
whicb, together with the remaining four horses, was in his 
possession, and he refused to pay any part of it to the 

intiff. 
_ = B.—You must make out to my satisfac- 
tion that the debt is good, and that the intention to 
abscond exists. 

Eddis, Q.C. (amicus curi@).—I think my friend must 
make out that the payment of the debt is imperilled. 

A, T. Watson, submitted that the evidence already 
read proved the debt, and went on to read an affidavit by 
the other defendant to the effect that a ship was adver- 
tised to sail for Canada that afternoon, that the defendant 
Patterson lodged close to the quay from which he would 
sail, and had told him that he intended to start for Canada 
either that day or soon afterwards. He would, in point of 
fact, abscond as soon as he had sold the other four horses, 
and would take the proceeds with him. Payment of the 
debt was therefore clearly imperilled. 

Hvuppxston, B., granted the application.

Costs IN THE County Court UNDER £20. 
[To the Editor of the Solicitors’ Journal.] 

Sir,—‘‘A Suffering Solicitor” may, in my opinion, 
safely rely on the plain words of the last Act as securing 
the small costs there allowed, reserving, however, the 
judge’s discretion to refuse costs, 

The original County Court Act, 1846, s. 91, says, ‘‘ No 
attorney shall be entitled to have or recover therefor any 
sum of money, unless the debt or damage claimed shall be 
more than forty shillings, or to have or recover more 
than ten shillings for his fees and costs, unless the debt or 
damage claimed shall be more than five pounds, or more 
than fifteen shillings in any case within the summary juris- 
diction given by this Act; and in no case shall any fee ex- 
ceeding one pound three shillings and sixpence be allowed 
for employing a barrister as counsel in the cause ; and the 
expense of employing a barrister or an attorney, either 
by plaintiff or defendant, sball not be allowed on taxation 
of costs in the case of a plaintiff where less than five 
pounds is recovered; or in the case of a defendant where 
less than five pounds is claimed, or in any case unless by 
order of the judge.” 

By the subsequent Acts of 1850 and 1856 costs between 
solicitor and client are made the same except by the written 
consent of the client. 

The last Act—the County Courts Act, 1875—however, 
by section 13, enacts.‘ that this Act and the County Court 
Act, 1846, and the several Acts altering or amending the 
same shall be construed together as one Act.” Reading 
this with the enactment as to the scale ‘‘ for all proceed- 
ings authorized to be taken in such court,” I submit it is 
Clear that the new scale of costs supersedes the original 
direction in the first County Court Act, and, therefore, 

ives costs above £2. The section of the County Courts 

1875, is as follows :—8, The judges of county courts 
appointed or to be appointed by the Lord Chancellor from 
time to time to frame rules and orders for regulating the 
Practice of the courts and forms of proceeding therein 
under the thirty-second section of ‘The County Courts 
Act, 1856,’ shall be empowered to frame a scale of costs 
aad charges to be paid to counsel and attorneys with 
respect to all proceedings which are now, or shail hereafter 
be, authorized to be taken in such courts, and from time to 





time to amend such scale; and such scale or amended 
scale, certified under the hands of such judges, or any 
three or more of them, shall be submitted to the Lord 
Chancellor, who from time to time may allow or disallow 
or alter the same, and the scale or amended scale, so 
allowed or altered, shall, from a day to be named by the 
Lord Chancellor, be in force in every county court.”

The Hon. Sir Richarp Paut Ampatett, knight, one of 
the judges of the Exchequer Division, has been appointed 
an additional Judge of the Court of Appeal. Mr. Baron 
Amphlett is the son of the Rev. Richard Paul Amphlett, 
and was born in 1809. He was formerly a Fellow of 
St. Peter’s College, Cambridge, where he graduated as 
sixth wrangler in 1831. He was called to the bar at 
Lincoln’s-inn in Trinity Term, 1834, and practised as an 
equity draftsman and, conveyancer. In 1858 he obtained 
a silk gown, and he attached himself to the court of Vice-

The Hon. Sir Corin Buiacksurn, knight, one of the 
judges of the Queen’s Bench Division, has been appointed 
a Lord of Appeal in Ordinary under the Appellate Juris- 
diction Act. Mr. Justice Blackburn is the second son of 
the late Mr. John Blackburn, of Killearn, Stirlingshire. 
He was born in 1813, and was educated at Eton. He was 
formerly scholar of Trinity College, Cambridge, where he 
graduated as eighth wrangler in 1835. He was called to 
the bar at the Inner Temple in Michaelmas Term, 1838, 
and practised on the Northern Circuit. He is the anthor 
of a work on ‘‘The Contract of Sale,” and (jointly with 
the late Mr. Thomas Flower Ellis) of several volumes of 
Queen’s Bench Reports. In 1859, on the appointment of 
Sir William Erle as Lord Chief Justice of the Court of 
Common Pleas, the vacant seat in the Court of Queen’s 
Bench was conferred upon Mr. Blackburn, who received 
the honour of knighthood. Sir C. Blackburn was a 
member of the Judicature Commission. 


The Hon. Sir Grorce WILLIAM WILSHERE BraMwELL, 
knight, one of the judges of the Exchequer Division, has been 
appointed an additional Judge of the Court of Appeal 
under the Appellate Jurisdiction Act. Mr. Baron Bram- 
well is the son of Mr. George Bramwell, a London banker, 
and was born in 1808. After some years’ practice as a 
special pleader, he was called to the bar at Lincoln’s-inn 
in Easter Term, 1838, and practised on the Home Circuit. 
He became a Queen’s Counsel in 1851, and in 1856 he was 
appointed a baron of the Court of Exchequer, and re- 
ceived the honour of knighthood. Mr. Baron Bramwell 
was @ member of the Common Law Commission and of the 
Judicature Commission. 


The Hon. Sir Wittiam Bation Brett, knight, one of 
the judges of the Common Pleas Division, has been ap- 
pointed an additional Judge of the Court of Appeal. Mr. 
Justice Brett is the third son of the Rev. George Brett, 
and was born in 1817. He was educated at Westminster, 
and at Caius College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 
in 1840, and M.A. in 1842. He was called to the bar at 
Lincoln’s-inn in Hilary Term, 1846, and practised on the 
Northern Circuit. He was for several years a revising 
barrister, and became a Queen’s Counsel in 1860. He 
unsuccessfully contested Rochdale in the Conservative in- 
terest in 1864, and in 1866 he was a candidate at Helston, 
where, though unsuccessful on the poll, he obtained the 
seat on petition. In February, 1868, he succeeded Lord 
Justice Selwyn as Solicitor-General, and was knighted, 
and in the following September he was appointed a judge 
of the Court of Common Pleas. 


The Right Hon. Epwarp StrarHEaRn Gorpon, Q.C., 
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Lord Advocate of Scotland, has been appointed a Lord of 
Appeal in Ordinary under the Appellate Jurisdiction Act. 
Mr. Gordon is the son of Major George Gordon, of the 
2nd Foot, and was born in 1814. He was educated at the 
Inverness Academy and the University of Edinburgh, and 
he was admitted a member of the Faculty of Advocates 
in 1835. He became Sheriff of Perthshire in 1858, and in 
1866, on the formation of the third Ministry of the Earl of 
Derby, he was appointed Solicitor-General for Scotland. 
A few months later he succeeded the late Mr. Patton as 
Lord Advocate, and he held the office till the resignation 
of the Ministry in December, 1868. He was member for 
Thetford for a few months in 1867 and 1868, and in the 
latter year he became a Queen’s Counsel. He unsuccess- 
fally contested the Universities of Glasgow and Aberdeen 
in 1868, but obtained the seat on Lord Moncrieff’s eleva- 
tion to the bench a few months later. Mr. Gordon was 
elected Dean of the Faculty of Advocates in 1869, and 
was re-appointed Lord Advocate in 1874, 


Mr. Jonny Henry Fawcett, vice-consul at Constanti- 
nople, and assistant judge of the British Supreme Consular 
Court at that place, has been appointed to act as Judge of 
that court, on the death of Sir Philip Francis. Mr. Fawcett 
is the eldest son of Mr. John Faweett, of Petterill Bank, 
Cumberland, and was born in 1831. He was called to the 
bar at the Middle Temple in Trinity Term, 1857, and he 
formerly practised on the Northern Circuit. He was ap- 
pointed vice-consul and assistant judge at Constantinople 
about a year ago. 


Mr. Feepericx Grorce Fircu, solicitor (of the firm of 
Clapham & Fitch), of 181, Bishopsgate-street-without, has 
been appointed a Perpetual Commissioner for taking the 
Acknowledgments of Deeds by Married Women for the 
County of Middlesex and the Cities of London and West- 
minster. 


Mr. Epwixs Tyrre~tt Hurustone, barrister, has been 
appointed Revising Barrister for Hertfordshire. Mr. Hurl- 
stone was called to the bar at the Middle Temple in Hilary 
Term, 1834, and is a member of the South-Eastern Circuit.

LORD ARDMILLAN. 


Mr. James Craufurd, a judge of the Court of Session 
Scotland, with the honorary title of Lord Ardmillan, djs 
at Edinburgh on the 7th inst., at the age of seventy-on 
years, after three months’ severe suffering from cancer ¢ 
the stomach. The deceased was the son of Mr. Archibalj 
Clifford Blackwell Craufurd, of Ardmillan, Ayrshire, aj 
was born in 1805. He was educated at the Ayr Academy 
and at the Universities of Edinburgh and Glasgow, and wy 
admitted a member of the Faculty of Advocates in 1999 
He was appointed Sheriff of Perthshire in 1849, and jy 
November, 1853, he was appointed Solicitor-General fy 
Scotland in the Government of Lord Aberdeen. He heli 
the office till January, 1855, when he was appointed a Lypj 
Ordinary of the Court of Session, selecting the title of Loyj 
Ardmillan. In the following June he became a Lord ¢ 
Justiciary, and in 1862 he became a judge of the fir 
division of tae Inner House. Lord Ardmillan was y 
accomplished lawyer, and a patient and industrous jad, 
As Lord Ordinary he adjudicated upon the famous Yelvert, 
case, and though his judgment was reversed by the fini 
division of the Inner House, it was restored by the majority 
of the House of Lords. Lord Ardmillan leaves a widow ani 
three daughters.

MR. JUSTICE QUAIN. 


The Hon. Sir John Richard Quain, knight, LL.B., om 
of the judges of the Queen’s Bench Division of the High 
Court of Justice, died at his residence, 32, Cavendish 
square, on Tuesday last, September 12, at the aged 
fifty-six. The deceased judge was the eldest son of th 
late Mr. John Quain, and was born in 1820. Hew 
educated at University College, London, where his care 
was one of great distinction. He received the degree 
LL.B. from the University of London in 1839, obtaining 
at the same time the University Law Scholarship, Ih 
was afterwards elected a Fellow of University College, 
and was for several years one of the examiners in law 
the university. He became a pupil in the chambers d 
Mr. Thomas Chitty, and practised for some time ass 
special pleader. He was called to the bar at the Middl 
Temple in Easter Term, 1851, and joined the Northem 
Circuit. He obtained practice quickly, and was createds 
Queen's Counsel in 1866, when he was at once employed 
both in London and on circuit as a leading counsel in im 
portant cases, He was for many years a bencher of the 
Middle Temple, and Attorney-General for the Couny 
Palatine of Durham, In December, 1871, ho wa 
appointed a judge of the Court of Queen’s Bench (tw 
vacancy caused by the death of Mr. Justice Hayes having 
been kept open for two years) ; he took his seat on the lt 
day of Hilary Term, 1872, and soon afterwards receitel 
the honour of knighthood. Mr. Justice Quain was ap 
pointed an election judge at the beginning of the preset 
year, and he tried the Horsham Petition in l'ebra 
Soon after this he became ill, and was for several 
absent from the bench. He, however, resumed his 
after Easter, and was regular in his sittings at Visi Paw 
during the summer circuits, but for the last month hebil 
undergone most severe suffering.

The London correspondent of the Manchester Guardian 
gays that the Hon. J. Bruce Norton, who for more than 
twenty years was & prominent Anglo-Indian lawyer, and 
gubsequently the Administrator-General of Madras and 
member of council, and who has for the last few years lived 
in retirement, has been repeatedly invited by Sir Salar 
Jung to go out to Hyderabad and superintend the judicial 
reforms now being instituted in the Deccan. At first, 
‘ag I am informed, the physicians would not allow Mr. 
Norton to return to India owing to the state of his eyes, 
put now it appears likely that the Nizam’s offer will be 
accepted. In that event Mr. Norton will receive £15,000 
for three years’ service. 


On Wednesday, at a special meeting of the Leeds Town 
Mouncil, an election of coroner took place. Alder- 
man Kelsall proposed Mr. J. C. Malcolm, solicitor, 
for the post, and the nomination was seconded by Mr. 
North. Mr. James Boynton, solicitor, Leeds, and 
Mr. Edward Burchell, physician, Leeds, were also pro- 
posed; and eleven other gentlemen—six lawyers and five 
medical men—were also put in nomination. After the 
votes had been taken several times and the lowest candi- 
dates struck off the list, Mr. Malcolm obtained thirty-one 
votes, whilst his next competitor, Mr. Joshua Bower Brooke, 
had only sixteen supporters. Mr. Malcolm was accord- 
ingly elected, and at once entered upon his duties. The 
post is worth about £400 per annum. 


The licensing committee of the Salford justices have 
addressed a memorial to the Home Secretary, in which they 
suggest that the law should be altered so as—firstly, to con- 
fer upon licensing justices a discretionary power to grant or 
refuse future applications for outdoor licences, according 
to the requirements of the neighbourhood for which they 
are sought ; secondly, to raise the amount of the annual 
value or qualification for all outdoor licences to the amount 
or value now required as a qualification for an indoor beer 
licence, namely, £30 per annum in boroughs having a 
population of 10,000 and upwards ; thirdly, to repeal the 
81st section of the Licensing Act, 1874, giving the right to 
the holders of a beer dealer’s wholesale excise licence 
(obtainable by any one) to apply at the various transfer 
sessions throughout the year for a licence to sell intoxicating 
liquor to be consumed off the premises.” 


A correspondent of a provincial journal gives the fol- 
lowing account of the recent accident on the Felikjoch, 
near Zermatt, through which two members of the legal 
profession have lost their lives. The account is stated 
to be from the lips of Mr. J. M. Hayman, one of 
the party to which the accident happened :—‘‘I left 
Macugnaga on Monday, the 28th, in company with Mr. 
George W, Johnson, a managing clerk to a firm of London 
solicitors, about nine o'clock, intending to reach the Riffel 
vid the Felikjoch. We had with us two experienced guides 
—the brothers Franz and Pierre Saarbach, During the 
morning, owing to clouds, we lost the way, and continued, 
Qp to the time of the accident, ascending the wrong 

ier. Just before half-past four we came to a crevasse, 

on one side of which was a stiff ice wall. Skirting it 
slightly wo crossed, and had ascended the sloping bank of 
‘snow which led from the ice wall upwards, when it sud. 
ly gave way, and the whole party was precipitated 
towards the bottom of the crevasse. Woe were walking in 
order—Frangz Saarbach, Johnson, Hayman, Pierre 

oh, and in the instantaneous confusion the rope 
parently snapped from the sudden strain, I fell about 
ety feet, if not a hundred, bumping twice, and on re~ 
eovering from the sudden shock found myself imbedded 
in snow. Thia I shook off as quickly as possible, and, 
atroggling upward, found, on getting my head above 
snow, that my guide, Piorre Saarbach, waa already 
Out; but there was no sign of the other guide or my 
Companion, After a great deal of diffloulty I suo- 
‘eeeded with the guide in extrioating ourselves from 
Orevasse, wo only, however, having one axe, 





Then for a long time, as long as we dared to remain, we 
shouted and called again and again for the missing men ; 
but the terrible silence of the glacier was unbroken save by 
our own voices. It soon dawned upon us that our task was 
unquestionably fruitless; and, with hearts almost over- 
whelmed with horror from the sudden calamity, we pro- 
ceeded onward and upward. About six we reached 2 
crevasse, which we found it impossible with our limited 
resources to cross ; and, unfortunately, the guides a moment 
or two before the accident had changed places, so all the 
provisions were lost with Mr. Johnson’s guide. So we pre- 
pared to pass the night upon the snow. We threw up a 
rough wall, I having previously divided my brandy flas k 
with Saarbach. I then lay down, feeling no pain, although 
my fingers had been numb for a long time, and slept. From 
this time until Wednesday morning all is a blank to my 
mind, and no effort can recall the intervening links. On 
that morning I awoke here and found myself among friends.” 
From the guide and the parties to Mr. Hayman’s rescue, the 
correspondent learned the other particulars. Saarbach says 
that the next morning they were discovered by a party who 
were on an excursion to Pollux, and who had been attracted 
to the spot by seeing a man walking about and another 
lying down. On arriving at the spot this party found Mr. 
Hayman sitting on his knapsack, his beard, ears, hair, 
and clothes hung with a fringe of icicles, and quite 
delirious. Mr. Hayman was subsequently conveyed to the 
Riffel, and seems to have been most carefully nursed; but 
we learn with much regret that he succumbed to the effects 
of the exhaustion and exposure, and died at the Riffel a few 
days afterwards.
